The cavalry 
troop waa taken up and .seven of the 
eight troops were mustered into thi 
service. Me Jday night Governor Bush- 
nell responded to the telegram from 
Secretary Alger, saying he would have 
"a regiment ready to move Wednesday, 


Thursday and 
Friday o£ this week. 


Governor Bushnell has announced that 
all regiments will be called to duty 
with respect to the seniority of their 
colonels. This will call out now the 
First, Fourteenth, Third-and Second. 
The first three, commanded by Colonels 
Hunt, Coit and Anthony, will go to 
Camp Thomas, and the last, command- 
ed by Colonel Kuert, will go to Wash- 
ington. Colonel Kingsley, acting adju- 
tant general, has issued an order, grant- 
ing the members of the Ohio national 
guard a leave of absence equal to the 
period of their service in the regular 
army.

Washington, May 10. — The finance 


committee has about completed con- 
sideration .of the war revenue bill, al- 
though there are some puzzling prob- 
lems still unsolved, one of which is 
the manner of dealing with proprietary 
medicinal articles.

The committee has decided to place 


a license upon banks at the rate of $100 
a year, and upon brokers at the rate

On liffe insurance companies the rate 


has been increased fivefold, being made 
10 cents on every $100, and it is esti- 
mated that this increase will add about 
$1,000,000 in revenue. 


The provision for an inheritance tax 


and for a tax on bills of lading were 
both adopted, as were the provisions 
for taxing all dealings in futures, in- 
cluding bucket shop operations. 


The bill as it will be reported will 


contain a provision requiring that a 
memorandum be made of all deals of 
this character, however small, and that 
a 2-cent 'stamp be placed upon this 
memorandum.
